The Railway Service Co. is an or- 
ganization founded by local manu- 
facturers and capitalists and it will 
take over <\. repair and other work 
now done in'the shops,'an announce- 
ment stated.

road runs, it was said. 


Leasing of the shops by the serv- 


ice company was preceded by 
an- 


nouncement by the railroad several 
•weeks ago that the 10 hour work day 
•would be resumed, that no overtime 
would be paid for Sunday work and 
that all employes would be compell- 
ed to submit to a physical examin- 
ation. 
Since the order became ef- 


fective Aug. 7, a. number of shop- 
men have quit. A statement by the 
local shop crafts unions 
declared 


they had been "sent home" because 
of their refusal to comply with the 
new rules.

Should the Allies Pay? 


Senator Borah Says They Should and Makes Great Speech 


.in Senate. 


S 


HOULD the allies be made to pay their debt to the United 
Statea? 
Senator Borah recently made a comprehensive speech on 


this subject in the United States senate. He said in part: 


"The United States has not claimed anything In the way of 


territory. She contributed of her capital, she contributed of 
her men, and under the circumstances under which we found 
condition* in Europe at the time we went into the war she con- 
tributed In & controlling way to the victory, and for that she has 
. npt claimed anything in return. She might well, according to 
the customs and practices of nations, have taken a different 
course. But we declined all spoils of war. Shall we now be 
called upon to contribute further by forgiving this entire debt? 
Neither conscience nor fair dealing, nor justice to our own peo- 
ple, nor the demands of humanity require any such course. 
Such a suggestion came from two sources; first, those whose 
sympathies are so keen for other peoples that they wholly lose 
sight of the rlghs of our own, and those whose interests are so 
keen as to private advantages that they overlook entirely the 


• public interest. 


The $33,000,000,000 of reparation which is to be paid b; 


Germany is to be distributed among the nations of Europe. Th 
United States claims no part of it. The vast amount of terri 
tory which was divided up at Versailles has been distribute 
among the European nations, and no man can estimate the value 
either now or in the future, of the land and territory which wa 
divided up among the powers by the treaty of Versailles. 
is far beyond anything of value that has been estimated for in 
dollars and cents in the way of reparation. When you balance 
the account, taking into consideration that the United States has 
stepped aside from all division of reparation and territory, it is 
pretty difficult to sustain the proposition even as cold bookkeep 
ing "that we owe Europe instead of Europe owing us. 


"Let us look at this division of territory. 
If we leave Per 


sla out of consideration for the present, we find that there was 
distributed to the English Government territory equal in area 
to the territory of Washington, Oregon, California, Idaho, Ne 
vada, Arizona, Utah, Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico 
Texas, Oklahoma, and Kansas; a territory far larger in area 
than the original Thirteen Colonies; a territory consisting of 
more than 1,607,053 square miles and with 35,000,000 people 
That Is not taking into, consideration Persia, which was prac 
tlcally distributed to England, neither does it undertake to esti 


vmate the incalculable mineral wealth which is found in these 
J territories. 


"Scarcely less important was the distribution made to 


France, We ordinarily look upon that country as being a small 
cnontry, with very small colonial holdings, but the territorial 
holdings of France outside of France proper are second only to 
that of Great Britain. 


"I have not the exact area, or the precise extent of territory 


which France acquired by reason of the war. But we know of 
Kamerun, with an area of 166,489 square miles, to which should 
be added 107,270 square miles ceded to Germany by Caillaux 
In 1911. We know of German Togoland, with an area of 21,893 
square miles; also Syria, with her population of 3,250,000 and a 
territorial area of 160,740 square miles, with great mineral 
wealth. 


"Of course, I am perfectly aware that some will say that 


some of these arc-merely covered by a mandate. I presume no 
one any longer contends that the mandate is anything but a 
camouflage for the real distribution of territory, according to the 
secret treaties which were made before we entered the war. It 
at least transpires that the mandates conform to the agreements 
in the secret treaties, and it also transpires that the territories 
are being dealt with under the mandates in the same way as they 
would be if they had been deeded in fee simple. I am frank 
to say that neither Mr. Wilson nor Gen. Smuts had this idea of 
a mandate in mind, but others had, and their opinions, in prac- 
tice at least, have prevailed. 


'In addition, France has acquired as a result of the war 


some of the largest mineral deposits of the world. She has at 
this time more iron lands than the entire Continent and the 
United Kingdom combined. It has been stated by Mr. Simons, 
the noted journalist, that 'France is prospectlvely the great iron 
nation of Europe.' The population of her territorial holdings 
will easily reach 60,000,000.

"So, in casting up the account it is difficult to sustain the 


proposition that we owe Europe. On the other hand, it clearly 
appears that the debt which Is under discussion is a just debt 
and one which the American taxpayer has a right to assume will 
be paid in full. I venture the opinion that so far as the leading 
nations are concerned It will be paid in full. It would be much

CLARK'S i RESIGNATION 


(Frorn^ the Traffic World) 


The ' resignation". of 
Chairman 


Clark ' from 
the ' Interstate Com- 
merce" Commission" is a""calamity. 
There has'never been a time since 
he passed his apprenticeship as a 
commissioner that bis ability and 
knowledge have not been valuable 
to the nation in the .position he oc- 
cupied, but in these recent years; 
since his'power has'come to-its full 
fruit, he has been practically in- 
valuable, not only because of his 
intimate 
knowledge of the 
rate 


structure of- the country, but be- 
cause of his .sound sense, and- real, 
statesmanship in dealing, as spokes- 
man '.for .the 
Commission,.i !.with 


problems of regulation, and legisla- 
tion which have become' increasing- 
ly numerous and perplexing. 
It 
is said that there is no man who 
cannot be .replaced, and that would 
perhaps, be true in this instance LI 
there were actually an effort to re- 
place him, with a truo realization 
of what that means. But as things 
are, we believe it will at least"'be a 
long time before those who deal 
with the Commission and are sub- 
ject to its orders and regulations 
•will cease to miss him. 


It ia a sad comment on our sys- 


tem of government that a man as 
admittedly valuable as Commission- 
er Clarke is. allowed to pass oat of 
the public service because he na- 
turally feels a desire and an obli- 
gation to do. better-,-for" himself 
financially than his government po- 
sition has permitted;- and the gov- 
ernment, in the position in which 
he can ill be spared, can. pay him 
only ..f 12,000 a; year.- The system 
seems v even the morj unbusiness- 
like and'inconsistent,in view of the 
fact that,..the .United States Ship- 
ping Board—that drunken sailor 
imong government 'administrative 
twdies—whose value and responsi- 
bility have never approached those 
of the .Interstate Commerce. Com- 
mission, recently announced that it 
had'employed three men at an an- 
nnal; compensation of f$5;00p.I/ 
. Various circumstances connected 
with the reaignationr-iU • sudden; 
ness, in view of Mr/iClark's recent 
re-election as chairman, though it 
s said' now to have bMn und^r con-' 
sideration f*: some iime; Vtb« fact" 
that th«-President do«s not confornj 
to Mr. Clark's, expruted wish to 


have the resignation take 
cffec 


August 31, but makes it effective on 
the appointment pnd qualification 
of his successor; and the fcncwledg< 
that' Mr. Clark and President Hard 
ing, both before and since the latter 
was elected, have not always been 
in harmony in their 
views—have 


caused it to be susnected that there 
is a colored gentleman in the wood- 
pile and that the whole story of the 
resignation has not been told. We 
have not been able to learn that 
there is any ground for these sus- 
picions. If there is, the affair is 
all the. .mora deplorable.. 


The, loss felt at the passing oi 


Chairman Clark is emphasized .by 
the- character of the appointmenl 
L:ade to fill the vacancy. By this 
we. mean, no .personal reflection on 
Mr. Cox. We do. not knowN him 
Everybody familiar with the work 
of. the ..Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission knows the kind of man that 
should be appointed to membership 
on it and the ,md of problems that 
are now pressing --for solution by 
its members.. We must. conclude 
either 
that 
President Harding is 


ignorant as .to the requirements of 
the placo. or that he prefers' polit- 
ical friendships'to government ef- 
fectiveness. Certainly the best that 
could-be said for Mr. Cox is that he 
may develop-into a valuable com- 
missioner—but'this-ii no time for 
experiment*, if,; indeed, there is ever 
a-time-for them.; 


To appoint Mr. Cox in "recogni- 


tion/of the commercial 'travelers" is 
the . height 
of ' ridiculousness. It 


seems that the President's idea is 
to "recognize"' various business, in- 
dustrial; and agricultural groups in 
his.' appointments 'to. the Commis- 
sion. .,Of course, that is not only a 
wrong theory but one that, will be 
impossible to carry out. There are 
not enough places to satisfy tha 
various groups.
